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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid encoding an antipathogenic 
protein, transgenic plant, host cell and vector comprising said nucleic acid, 
and a plant transformation method, classified in class 800, subclass 279, 
for example. 

II. Claims 15-22, drawn to an isolated protein and a method of using said 
protein, classified in class 530, subclass 370, for example. 

The inventions of Group I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can 
be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions are directed to divergent molecules 
having different structure, function, composition and effect. 

Polypeptides, which are composed of amino acids, and polynucleotides, which 
are composed of purine and pyrimidine units, are structurally distinct molecules. 
Furthermore, the information provided by the polynucleotide of group I can be used to 
make a materially different polypeptide than that of group II. For example, a nucleic 
acid which hybridizes to SEQ ID NO: 6, even under stringent conditions, encompasses 
molecules which contain point mutations, splice sites, frameshift mutations or stop 
codons which would result in use of a different open reading frame, and thus encode a 
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protein that lacks any significant structure in common with SEQ ID NO:3. In addition, 
while a polypeptide of group II can made by methods using some, but not all, of the 
polynucleotides that fall within the scope of group I, it can also be recovered from a 
natural source using by biochemical means. For instance, the polypeptide can be 
isolated using affinity chromatography. For these reasons, the inventions of groups I 
and II are patentably distinct. 

Furthermore, searching the inventions of groups I and II together would impose a 
serious search burden. In the instant case, the search of the polypeptides and the 
polynucleotides are not coextensive. The inventions of Groups I and II have a separate 
status in the art as shown by their different classifications. In cases such as this one 
where descriptive sequence information is provided, the sequences are searched in 
appropriate databases. There is search burden also in the non-patent literature. Prior to 
the concomitant isolation and expression of the sequence of interest there may be 
journal articles devoted solely to polypeptides which would not have described the 
polynucleotide. Similarly, there may have been "classical" genetics papers which had 
no knowledge of the polypeptide but spoke to the gene. Searching, therefore is not 

coextensive. In addition, the polypeptide and polynucleotide claims include sequences 

having 80% identity to the sequence identified. This search requires an extensive 
analysis of the art retrieved in a sequence search and will require an in-depth analysis 
of technical literature. As such, it would be burdensome to search the inventions of 
groups I and II together. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have acquired 
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a separate status in the art as shown by their different classifications, and the literature 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
